Jeased to the Grand Trunk Pacific com- 
pany for operation for a “period of 
fifty yeata The necessity for an out- 
Jet through Caradian territory for 
any railway operating on @ large scale 
in the Northwest is not a subject for 
argument. If Oanada as @ whole is 
to have the benefit of the trade of the 
Northwest, and wf the Northwest is to! 
Ibeneftt as it should by additional out- 
Jets to the lakes, the St. Lawrence and 
the sea, it is only reasonable and right 
ght these ou i t should b> in and 
throug» Canadian territery. No o'her 
policy would be pationa! or sensible. If 
the Grand Trunk Paafic from the Red 
River to the Pacife ocean, has no di~ 
rect connection with eastern Canada, ! 
through eastern Canada and Bto the | 
orean. it most secure that connection 
throuth the Stutes to the detriment 
of Canadhan trade. Fortunately, the | 
shortest possible line from Winnipeg to 
the ocean hes threozh Canadian terri-' 
tory and will be feliowed by the pro 
posed ine from Quebec to Winnipeg. 
The country threugh which it will pass 
is largely unknown, but it forms part | 
of ihe two great provinces of Quebec 
and Ontario and by its construction 
avili develop vast areas of those pro- 
vinces which etherwise would have lain 
undeveloped for possibly another cen. | 
tury. While giving the grain of the 
Northwest an additional outlet to Lake! 
Euperior and the shortest possible out- 
Jet to ocean navigatwo at Quebec, it 
will have branch connections with the 
commercial and manypfacturing centres 
of Montreal and Toronto, and during 
the winter, will reach the Canadian 
Maritime ports of S&. John and Halifax 
by the shortest practicable routes. 

Nothing need be mid as to the desir- 
abilitv of that portion of the line be- 
tween Winnipeg and Lake Superior, 
but the stretch from the bead of Lake | 
Euperior to Quebec meets much the} 
game Objectton as did the north shore 
line of the C. P. R. And yet itis just 
as necessary for the same reasons as 
was that part of the C. P. R. line; and! 
has Desides the additional reasons of 
the development of Northern Ontario 
and Quebec and the possibility of re- 
lheving the winter eongestion o' west- 
ern grain oy winter rail haul to Que- 
bec and St. John. It is being taken 
for granted by epponents of the scheme 
that the only practicable method of 
western gram reaching the seaboard is 
by way of navigation on the Great 
Lakes . If that is so it is a most un-! 
fortunate condition for the Northwest 
and for Canada. But the Grand Trunk 
Pacific acheme is based on the  b-lief 
that it is not so, and that there in | 
a possibility of profitably trans ort- | 
ing grain during the winter months 
by all ra from the prairies to the 
peaboard. Granted, as it may well be, 
that 1 is cheaper during the summer 
to take grain by way of the lakes, it 
is not possible during at least five 
months of winter. During those five 
months the gram if dependent on a 
Bummer oOullet, must be locked up, 
either in the fermer’s granary, in 
which case its money value doee not go 
jnio circulation; or in storage eleva- 
tors at the pomt of collection or at 
the point of dclivery on the Lakes. In 
either case it mus. piy extra elevat- 
ing. storage and imsurance charges, 
and, what ws worse, miss the possible 
advantags Of the markets during five 
to seven, or even nin: months. When

Besides, as the conditions 
have been hitherto, the Oanadian Paci- 
fic, having a practical monopoly of the 
whole of the transportation by lake or 
by frail, found it more profitable to 
teke a hizh price for hauling only to 
the lakes than to ta&e a low price 
for hauling through to the seaboard: 
as they were bound to g2t the haul 
anyway. But witha road built under 
modern conditions and to meet those 
conditions; having a shorter line to 
Quebec than the C. Pb. R. now has to 
Moutreal; and to St. John not more 
than one hundred miles longer than by 
way of the CP. R. and Grand Trunk 
te Portland; there is every reason to 
believe that under favorable market 
conditions a very larg: part of the 
gram of the Northwest seeking the 
Atlantic seaboard will be forwarded 
all rail during the winter, the present 
congestion of the winter months will 
be avoided: *he markets will. be taken 
full advantaze of; and the money value 
of the western crop will be put in cir- 
culation at the earliest possible mo 
ment. Of course the country on the 
far western section of the line will 
naturally seek its outlet to the Paci- 
fic coast. 

Regarding the method of construc- 
tion of this eastern line there is cer- 
tainly no objection to be made. A 
commission is to be sappointed with 
full autborits to vonstruct without re- 
gard to political considerations. There 
is, therefore, every reosson to believe 
that the line will cost no more than 
it should. As it will be absolutely 
owned by the zovernmen:, there is no 
room for over capitalization, and as 
under the lease the company agrees to 
pay three per cent ‘oterest on the 
actua, cost a’ter sevea years, the coun- 
try stands to get eighteen hundred 
miles of railway ovet which it has ab 
solute contro! at a micimum of cost, 
Estimating the cost at thirty thousand 
dollars a mile, the total for 1,800 miles 
would be fifty-four million dollars. It 
is probarle that the money can be bar- 
rowed at three per cent, although per- 
mission is ziven to go as high as three 
and a half. Three per cent on fifty- 
four million dollars is $1,620,000. The 
government gets no interest On the 
cost of construction for ihe first seven 
years after completion. As _ interesi 
bas to be ‘paid on the cost of construc- 
tion while it is in progress, and as the 
work of construction will probably last 
from five to sx years, it would be fair 


. to assume that interest will have to be 


paid by the government for a total of 
ten years. This would amount toa 
little over sixteen million dol/urs, equal 
to a bonus of nine thoussnd dojlars a 
mile on eighteen hundred miles. After 
seven years of operation the company 
agrees to pay three per cent interest 
co actual cost and yives a morigage 
on five million dollars worth of rolling 
siock as security for operation and 
submiis to absolute government con- 
trol of rates. 

Of course in any control of rates that 
may be exercised it will b2 necessary 
to take into consideretion the earning 
powers of the comp-ny and its ability 
to meet its legil and proper obliga- 
tions; but when there is no excessive 
cepitalizatioa ypon which interest has 
to be paid, and when power is unresev- 
edly given to the government to regu- 
late the rates, if the country does not 
get rates based upon the cost of haul
